Charlevoix county school dis- 
tric s may lose $68,459.00 in 
“perating monies because of 
the county allocation board’s 
decision to eut school appropri- 
‘ions from eight to seven mil!s. 

That’s what county school 
bosrds say. And they have held 
several nurried mee ings re- 
cently to discuss what is said 
to be a serious situation. 

School boards at Boyne Falls, 
Boyne City, Charlevoix and 
East Jordan report that such 
‘ loss (reduction from 8 to 7 
mils in coun y funds) may 
force several school districts to 
ask the residents to approve an 
xtra milage vote. 

Schools receive 100 per cent 
state aid only if they levy oight 


or more mills for operational 
purposes. 
Tn he event the allocation 


‘oord adonts the seven mills as 
“nel at ius May 25th meeting,

_In the case of juveniles the 
situation was somewhat differ- 
ent. No facilities were avail- 
able so we shad to find or 
create them. We publicized the 
need for boarding homes. Many 
citizens responded. With the 
valuable assistance of the State 
Department of Soctal Welfare 
we investigated and licensed 
several homes. Where the sit- 
uation of ithe juvenile was such 
as to require removal from the 
area, we sought the assistance 
of other agencies in locating 
proper foster homes. |

In Char- 
levoix the ratio is one plus three, to meet budget needs. In Boyne City 
the ratio is one plus 114 to meet the needs.
